Pursuant to the instructions of Captain W. P. Gannaway an 
investigation was conducted with the following results. 

SUBJECT was interviewed ty the undersigned Officers and stated 
that she has been working for the M4C^^:IL^N PUBLISHIHG COMPMIY on the 
3rd floor of the SCHOOL BOCK DEPOSITORY at 'HI ELM STH^ for 2 years 
and 1 month. SUBJECT also stated that she was standing on the front 
row of persons on Elm Street at the time of the assassination. SUBJECT 
heard the 3 shots that were fired but could not tell where they came 
from, 

SUBJECT stated that she did not know LEE HARVET OSWALD but could 
have seen him several times in the anployees lounge of the Depository 
that is located on the 2nd floor of the building. 

SUBJECT stated that she did not see OSl-JAID on the day of the 
assassination and that she knew of no associates of CSV/AIDS. SUBJECT 
also stated that she knew JOE RODRIQUEZ MOLINA only casually and had 
seen him several times in the hallways and on the elevator in the 
Depository. 

SUBJECT stated that she knew JACK RUBY on sight as she frequented 
the VEGAS CLUB on her off hours. SUBJECT further stated that she was 
casually aquainted with EVA GRAUT, RUBY'S sister who operated the VEGAS 
CLUB and had spoken to her on several occasions. SUBJECT also stated 
that she has never seen RUBY around the BOOK D.'iPOSITORY or in company 
of OSWAID. 
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
